REPURCHASE OF UNUSED OR SPOILED STAMPS 

Allowance is made under certain conditions for unused postage stamps Gnctuding 
stamps affixed to or impressed or embossed on envelopes or other stationery) whic 

(a) have been purchased for postal purposes within the past two years, or 

(b) have been inadvertently and undesignedly spoiled or rendered unfit for use 

within the past two years. 

Stamps which have been removed from any material or cut out or detached from 
stationery will not be accepted. If the stamps are affixed to or imprinted or 
embossed on envelopes or other stationery, the envelopes and so on must be 
surrendered entire, any confidential matter being obliterated if necessary. No 
allowance can.be made for the value of the stationery apart from the value of the 
stamps. Postage stamps affixed to documents in payment of Inland Revenue duties 
are regarded as Inland Revenue stamps for purposes of repurchase (see page 597). 

Application must be made on a form numbered P674G which can be obtained at 
any money order office. The form with the stamps must be forwarded prepaid to 
Postal Headquarters, Postal Finance Department, Cashier’s Section S.R.), St.
